In the Right Place 

A visit to groups of Theosophists in 
Denmark, Sweden, Norway and Finland 
strongly confirms a previously formed 
opinion that our First Object is in the 
right place—rirst. When the sense of 
brotherhood is predominant, as appeared 
in all the groups, there is a Nucleus in 
miniature. In many parts of the world 
indeed one would hope throughout the 
theosophical world—there are groups of 
members meeting, discussing, studying, 
who represent various facets of theo- 
sophical work. All seek truth, to which 
there is no exclusive path. All differences 
can be contained provided we have built 
something of the First Object into the 
fabric of our characters. Without that pro- 
vision, differences spell division, even 
strife. In the fourteenth year of our Society 
H. P. Blavatsky said that on the object 
that ranked foremost in its establishment 
—Universal Brotherhood—the T.S. had 
been ‘a dead failure. Every split in 
theosophical ranks from the very begin- 
ning has been because persons who 
differed and this applies to even the 
most exalted — were not utterly imbued 
with the First Object. This may seem a 
hard saying, but whatever other reason 
can there be? Head-learning without Soul- 
wisdom causes the mind, which makes 
differences, to be the Slayer of the Real.
